>^  Seniors  came  straggling  down  the  streets  by  twos  and  threes  to  the  station  and  people  looked  out 
of  their  windows  and  seeing  the  suit-cases,  new  clothes,  and  happy  faces  smiled  and  said,  "There  go  the  Seniors 
to  Washington.  Wonder  how  long  they  can  stand  them  down  there?"  The  train  left  the  station  at  6.50, 
and  for  a  wonder  all  the  crowd  was  there.  Of  course  they  had  a  special  car,  and  needless  to  say,  enjoyed 
this  privilege  to  the  full.  Only  one  thing  spoiled  it — some  of  the  girls  were  afflicted  with  the  ailment  common 
to  travelers  but  Mrs.  Dowlin  proved  a  good  nurse  and  had  plenty  of  lemons. 

They  changed  cars  at  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  missing  the  train  in  New  York  which  made  them  a 
couple  of  hours  late  in  reaching  their  destination.  A  drizzling  rain  also  started  but  although  it  dampened 
their  clothes,  their  ardor  remained  at  the  same  heat.

They  visited  the  Corcoran 
Art  Gallery  which  proved  very  interesting;  and  then  all  lined  up  on  the  steps  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Depart- 
ment to  have  their  pictures  taken,  which  proved  a  harmless  operation.  In  the  evening  the  Congressional 
Library  was  visited  and  duly  admired. 
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The  next  morning  the  real  business  of  sight-seeing  commenced  when  the  party  went  to  the  Capitol  and 
were  escorted  around  it,  guided  by  the  voices  of  Mr.  Coleman  and  the  guide  calling,  "Drury  party  this  way" 
which  soon  became  a  familiar  cry.

The  party  met  Senators  La  Follette,  Weeks,  Lodge,  Congress- 
man Treadway,  and  Speaker  of  the  House,  Champ  Clark  and  whether  these  gentlemen  felt  honored  or  not, 
the  class  certainly  did.  Congressman  Treadway  was  exceptionally  kind  as  be  look  the  party  around  and 
explained  things  in  the  House  and  Senate  to  them.

The  Bureau  of  Printing  and  Engraving  was 
visited  and  strange  to  say  when  some  of  the  party  saw  the  pretty  green  bills  being  printed,  they  were  loathe 
to  leave. 

The  Pan-American  Building  was  visited  and  was  so  beautiful!  So  many  plants  and  flowers  and  numerous 
products  and  maps!  Then  the  lower  rooms  of  tin-  White  House  were  inspected  and  considered  too  beautiful 
to  use;  the  chandeliers  especially  attracted  great  attention. 

Tuesday  afternoon  all  those  who  could  move  alter  Ihe  strenuous  morning  went  to  Arlington,  which,  was 
voted  beautiful. 

Wednesday  morning  the  Treasury  Department,  the  National  Museum  and  the  Smithsonian  [nstitute 
were  visited. 

The  afternoon  was  given  to  the  party  lo  use  as  it  saw  fit — some  rested,  others  packed,  but  the  most  gave 
a  parting  look  to  the  beautiful  city  and  one  party  went  to  the  National  Cemetery,  and  Lee's  Home,   both
